It will be at least three days before 
the correct number of dead~will be de- 
cided on. Work of rescuing~the victims 
of the flood is pushing forward with 
vigor. Better results have characterized 
the efforts of the organized forces since 
4 o'clock this afternoon than during all 
the preceding twenty-four hours. Two 
little steam launches are now puffing up 
and down the river, picking up survivors. 
A larger steamboat is expected here by 
a special train on the Rock Island within 
twenty-four hours, if possthle to run a 
train. 

A train load of small boats were in 
use today, but they were useless in bat- 
tling against the mighty current. 

A wire cable has—bsen stretched across 
the Kansas avenue bridge. To this will 
be attached a sand dipper, and refugees 
will be brought across in this manner. 
It is thought if the water does not rise 
higher, and those not yet reached can 
keep their places a few hours longer. 
there need not necessarily be a much 
larger loss of life. 

Large contributions have already been 
received for the benefit of the sufferers. 
The amount given by Topeka citizens 
alone will aggregate $100,000. To this ts 
to be added an immense amount of cloth- 
ing, provisions and general supplies. Out- 
side cities have generously offered, among 
which is notable Galveston, Tex. 

The section of Topeka not affected by 
the flood is crowded with refugees and 
people from the surrounding country who 
have come to witness the flood condi- 
tions.

E. D. Lang and Chariés Waidon put 
out in a boat early today to rescue @ 
Russian whom they saw on the roof of 
@ house not far from the river. They 
got the Russian in the boat, which imme- 
diately capsized. Tine three found rest- 
ing places in trees, where they remain 
at thia. time. Another party is trying 
to rescue the trio. 

At 3:30 o'clock the water had receded 
exactly 7 1-2 inches in an hour. Before 
this a rise of an“inch had been reported. 

The gauge went up and down all af- 
ternoon until 3 o'clock, when a fall set 
in. At 4 o'clock the water had left the 
first floor of the Hock Isiand general 
Offices, but was yet 6 feet deep just out- 
Side the building. It was then that a 
gang of telegraph linemen succeeded in 
getting a heavy wire cable stretched 
across the top of the pontoon bridge. A 
larger sand dipper was attached -to this 
and used to take large quantities of pro- 
visions to those who were not yet res- 
cued. 

Two small ‘steamboats were put into 
service at 4:30, one from Ottawa and the 
other from 8t. soseph. By this the work 
of rescue was greatly facilitated. 

One of the small boats brought eighteen 
people over and landed near the dessi- 
cAting plant. They flodted down half a 
mile and became lost north of the Melan 
bridge. -This was before the flood had 
reached its height. Fourteen people had 
entered a stranded street car, but soon 
had to seek the roof. Standing in this 
uncertain position for twenty-four hours, 
their condition was desperate until they 
were taken off at 4:45 with the aid of th 
big . cable. 

By aid of the small steam and gaso- 
line launches forty men in South @ar- 
field park were rescued. They had 
perched themselves on trees. They had 
had nothing to eat for thirty-six hours. 
At 5 o'clock this evening people were 
quartered in North Topeka as follows: 
In B street church, 100; in Topeka woolen 
mills, 100; in Casey's flour mill, 94; in an 
elevator, 56; in the fire station, 84.

The next thing 
looked forward to with agonizing appre- 
hension was the arrival of steam 
launches. Their arrival was uncertain in 
the extreme. 

These are only a few of. numerous in- 
stances of distress: -Hundreds who were 
rich are now poor, and the poor people 
are in distress. Many lost absolutely 
everything they had and savings for 
years were taken by wate?. Now they 
only have the titles to the water-covered 
land. 

NO AID WILL BE ASKED 
FROM THE OUTSIDE 

Topeka is doing nobly by her suffer- 
ers. The wealthiest city in Kansas is 
proud to acknowledge that no calls on 
outside help need be made, It will_be 
necessary to raise a great fund for relief 
work. Hundreds of houses will Dave to 
be rebuilt entirely. 

From the pontoon bridge to the Melan 
arch bridge:as far as the eye could reach 
to the north is one vast expanse of wa- 
ter, dotted -here and there by badly 
wrecked or crumbling buildings.

HALF FINISHED CHURCH 
BURNED TO GROUND 
Those in the vicinity of the Georgia 
Avenue Presbyterian church heard, about 
4:30 o'clock, two distinct claps of thun- 
der, accompanied by two distinct flashes 
of lightning. After the shock was over 
fire was seén upon two places of the roof 
of the church. One was at the turret and 
the other was at the rear of the roof.

Then 
in succession. the Twenty-fourth street 
bridge and the country bridge at Fifth 
street were carried away. The railroad 
bridge was valued at $75,000, and the other 
four at $25,000 each, making the bridge loss 
$175,000. Five hundred frame dwelling 
heuses are under water, and with a fur- 
ther rise’ many will bé swept away.

The Trained Journalist in Office. 

There are two ways of looking at 
| the availability of appointing trained 
| journalists to high political office. The 
trained journalist is a man who. knows 
affairs and who has a nose for .what 
is news. Generally his profession is 
akin to that of a public censor and 
a universal detective. He its supposed 
to be-an adept in the knowledge of 
when to speak and when to remain 
mum. 

Our national postal department 
seems to be especially set apart for 
exploiting journalists in departmental 
work. We have had the breezy and 
lamented Frank Hatton, the brusque 
headsman. Jim Clarkson, the smooth 
and thrifty Perry Heath and the frank 
and sound-metalled Bob Wynne as 
first assistant postmasters general— 
and we must not forget that we have 
also had the erudite, diplomatic and 
densely partisan Charles Emory Smith 
as postmaster general. 

In nearly every case above men- 
tioned good has been wrought in the 
service wherever the gentlemen ap- 
plid their journalistic experience to 
the problems of the distribution of 
letters and newspapers. The field 
that opens to them in the postal de 
partment is one of inviting opportuni- 
ties, and most of them have originated 
and fixed reforms that were far-reach- 
ing and will be of lasting benefit to 
the nation at large. | 
But the administrations of most of 
those named have been warped by 
their partisan obligations and some of 
them have become smutted by the al- 
most illimitable opportunities for graft 
in a department so vast and so close 
to the every-day life of the people. 
For instance, the Cuban postal 
scandals were the most unnecessary 
occurrences ever permitted by . our 
postal authorities. The details of their 
history do no credit to those then in 
charge of the department. The sim- 
plest application of business sense 
would have prevented them, but par- 


‘tisanship ruled the hour and the op- 


portunity and the result was a lot of 
postal thievery scarcely more digni- 
fied than highway robbery. 

The present scandals in Washing- 
ton in the postoffice department, on 
the other nand, have obtained pub- 
licity more because of the presence 
of First Assistant Postmaster General 
Wynne than for any other cause. He 
is a trained journalist, but an honest 
partisan. He believes with President 
Hayes that “he serves his party best 
who serves his country best.” In that 
view he has preferred to turn the 
rascals out under a republican admin- 
istration rather than to have them ex- 
posed -by democrats and the entire ad- 
ministration forced out of govern- 
mental] control by an indignant peo- 
ple. That is the value of having the 
Bob Wynne kind of trained journalist 
in public office.

In view of the commonplace enor- 
mity of the federal pension graft inci- 
dent to the civil war, the country may 
be in a state of moral / obtuseness 
which can regard with indifference 
the remarkable fact that 65,000 Amer- 
ican citizens, for the most part young 
and healthy, have applied for pensions 
as soldiers of the brief brush with 
Spain. Of this number, which about 
represents the ectual fighting strength 
of the Americans in Cuba, 13,000 have 
been favorably acted upon and other 
thousands will be. | 
True, the climatic conditions and 
inadequate sanitation of the American 
camps in Cuba, to say nothing of the 
embalmed beef, were calculated to 
leave behind them undermined consti- 
tutions and chronic diseases. With all 
due allowance for a very heavy per- 
centage of those thus afflicted, it is 
preposterous to suppose that one-half 
of the Spanish war veterans applying 
for a pension have the slightest claim 
upon the treasury of the United 
States. The majority of them have 
been placed in this unenviable position 
by the book agent-like ,ertinacity of 
the unscrupulous pension agent, whose 
slimy trail would defile the very altar 
of patriotism. The calculation is made 
that before tL» present fiscal year 
ends fully one-half of the men who 
were enlisted for the liberation of 
Cuba, and not a few of whom never 
sighted the coast of Cuba, will have 
asked Uncle Sam for a-pension. This 
record is said to surpass that for four 
years following the long and bloody 
war between the states. 

Th-re are those who have not yet 
ceased to idealize the American inter- 
vention in Cuba as a beautiful exam- 
ple of the eldest daughter of Liberty 
snatching her latest born-from the 
Herodic hands of tyranny. To them 
our army of liberation is invested with 
a patriotic halo which will illy brook 
the shadow of th2 venal vultures’ 
wings. A wholesale pension crusade 
instigated by professional pension 
sharks is not reassuring to thé patri- 
otic idealist, and, really, is a shameful 
aftermath of a war that had much in 
motive to make it historically glorious. 
It would be pleasanter to believe that 
the majority of young Americans who 
went to the front in defense of Cuba 
libre were not actuated by the mo- 
tives of the adventurer and pension- 
grabber. 

The Constitution does not believe a 
majority of them were actuated by 
sordid or unworthy motives, and, 
speaking .for the southern volunteer, 
we believe the ideal of liberty was in 
his heart. But the persion agent has 
a plausible tongue, and the promise of 
a government gratuity is alluring to 
weak human nature. The Spanish war 
pension rush has already exceeded the 
bounds of decency. 

It is spectacles of this kind which 
lend force to the oft-heard charge 
that the age is utterly sordid, unre- 
deemed by a healthy sentimental qual-

There is always politics. in pensions, 
and it is politics which threatens to 
repeat the civil war’s scandalous pen- 
sion record in the case of the late war 
with Spain. There is a field for honest 
statesmanship in seei- ¢ that these new 
pensions are bestowed on a legitimate 
basis, Without doubt, many of the ap- 
plicants have legitimate claims.

Dr. Abbott on Arbitration. 

A part, at least, of the creative plan 
was to make this little globe of ours 
the theater of doctrinaires and philos- 
ophers of a more or less cranky or- 
der. We used to look to Boston as 
tlre center of these shooting stars, 
these Leonides of the ethical heavens, 
but as in all other things New York 
is coming to be the fiery fountain 
of these seilf-luminous meteors. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott is one wht has 
projected himself frequently along pe- 
culiar curves of doctrine and indica- 
tion, and has now taken a fresh shot 
from the lovely heights’ where Lake 
Mohonk lies like a pearl of providence 
until its waters take on their annual 
muddle from the presence and pad- 
dling of the refornr conventions. 

In a recent address there Dr. Ab- 
bott declared emphatically that arbi- 
tration has its limitations and is not 
the solvent of all difficulties. While 
perfectly willing to see it worked to 
its limit in available cases he yet held 
that there are at least two causes 
near to American mankind that are 
above and beyond the jurisdiction, of 
courts of arbitration. He would not 
concede that the right of a free man 
to labor at his will or the Monroe 
doctrine could ever be fit subjects for 
arbitration boards. 

Now it would be‘'a right happy 
thing if Dr. Abbott could impress 
these views upon the majority of his 
fellow-citizens of the north. The 
right of the negro, for instance, to 
Jabor in the north is seriously and 
wrongfully abridged. Labor there is 
controlled by the trades unions and 
the people of that section sit idly by 
and permit the negro to be refused, 
even by shotgun methods, the right 
to labor when he has the chance and 
the ability to do the work that is de- 
manding his willingness and skill, Of 
course, we know Dr. Abbott was note 
thinking of that phase of the question 
when he spoke, but we suggest to 
him consideration of it. For it is of 
more concern to the negro when he 
goes north that he should be able to 
work and earn his living than it is 
to have unimpeded right of way to a 
ballot box. The latter has not yet 
been able to afford him thesright. to 
the free use of his labor in the north. 
But in the south he has that right 
freely without any ballot box inter- 
vention. 

As to the Monroe doctrine, Dr. Ab- 
bott is right. It should never be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. It is an Ameri- 
can doctrine that no man, or set of 
men, native or foreign, should be al- 
lowed to monkey with. We have said 
it and it stands until every one of us 
who is a true American shall be dead 
in its defense.

The British Zollverein. 

The project of Mr. Chamberiain, 
secretary for the colonies in the Brit- 
ish cabinet, is one that has fetching 
features for the people of England, 
and is likely to be applauded in those 
colonies that have committed them- 
selves fully to the federation of the 
em pire. 

It is good politics for Chamberlain 
to play at this time when his South 
African policy is at its inception, If 
he is going to spend $175,000,000 in 
the rehabilitation of the Boer states 
he will get the money out of the Brit- 
ish treasury much the more easily if 
he can play that the British producers 
and manufacturers at home and in the 
other colonies are to get the money. 

It is also a good play against the 
United States, a sort- of jingo reprisal 
for the sympathy our people gave to 
the Transvaal contenders for republi- 
can freedom, since the adoption of 
his plans would «check the flow of 
Ameérican exports to British countries. 
The British trades commission that 
visited Johannesburg and other South 
African sections after the war re- 
ported upon the activity of Americans 
in that region and warmly recom- 
mended that something be done to 
shut them out of the South African 
markets. 

Yet another reason for the Cham- 
berlain move is to secure a larger 
prosperity for Canada and hold her 
in new bonds of allegiance to the 
British imperial policies. About 25,000 
American farmers are now trekking 
over the borders into Manitoba and 
more westward provinces of Canada 
from Illinois, Iowa, the Dakotas,. Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. Every induce- 
ment is being offered them by the 
government and Canadian officials, 
and now Chamberlain proposes to add 
a tariff on American wheat and other 
cereals as an additional stimulus to 
their increased production in Canada. 

Taken as a whole, it is a piéce of 
constructive statesmanship quite in 
keeping with the half-Americanized 
genius of the smoothest man in the 
British government. If it is carried 
out to the extent that Chamberlain 
has planned it will give to our states- 
men, manufacturers and skilled laber- 
ers many bad lalf-hours ef worry be 
fore they can find means to overcome 
its effects upon ovr export trade. That 
trade must be encouraged and ex- 
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panded or else we must again suffer 


the panics that follow overproduction, 
low Wages and idle workmen. _

“That recent décision of the United 
States supreme court in what is known 
as the LaGrange case gives us the toe- 
hold by which we will certainly win our 
|} Opelika case. There is absolutely no 
doubt in my mind about it. We were de 
feated in that LaGrange case, it is true; 
but. the principles enunciated by t.-<. court 
will win us the Opelika case and give us 
the rates upon interstate traffic to which 
we are entitled.”’ 

This is the opinion of Mr. Fuller E. Cal- 
laway, president of the LaGrange board 
of trade, who has been the most active 
factor in promiting the various cases be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission 
‘and the Georgia railroad commission bear- 
ing upon LaGrange rates. The case just 
decided by the supreme court of the 
United States upholding the right of the 
railroads to different treatment of compet- 
itive points from that accorded non-com- 
petitive points, was first’ brought by Mr. 
Callaway some years ago. The interstate 
commerce commission upheld his conten- 
tion, but the supreme court decided 
against the commission; but Mr.-Callaway 
believes the net result of that decision 
will be a gain, rather than a loss. 


The Opelika case has to do solely with 

interstate rates and hag no bearing what- 
soever upon the application of LaGrange, 
Newnan and ‘Hogansville merchants now 
under consideration by the Georgia com- 
mission, 1: was impossible, however, for 
Mr. Callaway, who is always most enthu- 
siastic over everything he undertakes, to 
refrain from talking about the Opelika 
case. : , 
“They have given us the toe-hold,” he 
deciared, referring to the decision of the 
supreme court in the other case, «nd 
we're going to win this time sure.” 

“May I ask,” interrupted Mr. Albert 
Howell, “if the gentleman feels absolute- 
ly certain of winning that case?” 

“Well, ‘absolutely certain’ means a good 
deal,’’ replied Mr. Callaway, hesitating 
for a minute, ‘‘but I'll bet the gentleman 
a hundred dollars that we will win!” 

Judge Atkinson interrupted the colloquy 
at this point to suggest that it is an 
absolute, ironclad rule of the body that 
the commission itself shall be stakeholder 
in ali bets made before it—and no quee 
tions asked. The would-be bettors re- 
specfully declined to take any such long 
chances with their money, so the bet was 
oft. 


Despite the fact that the principles in- 
volved in the Opelika caSe have no bear- 
ing whatsoever on the effort of the 
patrons of the Atlanta and Wést Point to 
have that road put with the Georgia 
and the Western and Atlantic into what 
is known as Class One, there were fre- 
quent references to it in the arguments 
of Judgé Longley, Judge Freeman and 
the others who presentéd the state cage. 
In the case just decided by the supreme 
court, the LaGrange people sought to 
secure rates from New Orleans propor- 
tionately less than those given to Atlanta, 
basing their argument on what might be 


} termed the narrow and strict construction 


of the long-and-short-haul provision of 
the interstate commerce law. The su- 
preme court held in thig case, ag it had 
held in others, that the railroads were 
justified in giving to the competitive point, 
Atlanta, lower rates than to the non-com- 
petitive point, LaGrange. The law says, 
in effect, that the length of the haul shall 
control when the shipments are made to 
points where the conditions are ‘“‘substan- 
tially similar.” Mr. Callaway lost that 
case because the court held the conditions 
at Atlanta and LaGrange: are dissimi- 
lar. 

The case now brought to the attention 
of the federal authorities is to force a 
readjustment of the LaGrange rates as 
compared with those given Opelika, the 
LaGrange people contending that the con- 
ditions at those two points are certainly 
“substantially similar.’’ 

They charge that there is serious ‘lis- 
crimination in interstate shipments from 
New York and eastern cities against La- 
Grange in favor of Opelika. In explana- 
tion of their contention, they point out 
that all traffic from New York and east- 
ern cities to both LaGrange and Opelika 
pass through the gateways of either At- 
lanta or Macon. All shipments from New 
York and eastern cities to Opelika that 
are hauled by the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad pass through LaGrange ‘o 
Opelika, 38 miles beyond. LaGrange is 23 
miles nearer New York via the gateway 
of Ma&con. 

“LaGrange @nd Opelika,” argues Mr. 
Callaway, “are very similarly situated 
as competitive points, as they are both 
served by two railways each, competing 
for business from New York and Atlan- 
tic ports, with the advantage in distance 
in favor of LaGrange via both routes.”

His charge of discrimination in favror 
of Opelika is set forth in this wise: 

“On first-class freight from New York 
to LaGrange the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad charges $1.46 per hundred pounds, 
while to Opelika, which is thirty-eight 
miles further, and through LaGrange, 
they only charge $1.14 per hundred pounds 
which makes their rate to Opelika 22 
cents per hundred less in spite of the 
thirty-eight miles longer haul. They then 
give Oeplika a special rate of 22 cents 
per hundred from Opelika back to La- 
Grange, which permits the Opelika job- 
ber to ship goodse from New York 
through LaGrange to Opelika and fhen 
reship them back to LaGrange at 
a total cose for freight of only 


| $1.46 per hundred, which is the same rate 


they charge for dropping the freight at 
LaGrange. This permits the Opelika job- 
ber to buy and market goods in 
LaGrange at the same cost for freight 
that the LaGrange jobber has to pay, in 
spite of the goods being hauled 7 miles 
further and twice over the same rails.’

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Chatahoochee ImprorementsT 
Be Resumed Shortly 


Chief Hydrographer Says Chattahoo- 
chee Is One of the Most Im- 
portant Water-Power Stream 
in the Southern States. 
Valuable for Power.

Washington, May 31.—(Special.)—The 
attention of the hydrographic division 
of the geological survey will be dovoted 
to the Chattahoochee river during the 
éoming summer, in aétordance with the 
plans prepared by Professor Charles D. 
Walcott, director of the survey. and F. 
H. Newell, chief engineer in charge of 
the hydrographic work. 

Considerable progress_has already been 
made in the official study of the Chat- 
tahoochet’s waters and water powers, 
but this had to be suspended last spring 
on account of high water. The of- 
ficlals of the government have, however, 
issued the necessary instructions to field 
parties to carry on’ the work just as 
soon as the river reaches the proper 
Stage. Systematic plans for the study 
of this great Georgia waterway have 
been prepared and the field parties be- 
gan their work last spring, but they 
were delayed day after day by rains 
and high water. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the river will be at a suit- 
able stage in the near future, 

Walcott and Anderson. 

Hon. W. C. Adamson, of the fourth 
district, who was largely Instrumental 
in securing to the survey the addi- 
tional appropriation of $200,000 under 
which the study of southern water pow- 


ers was made possible, has been in com- 


munication with the officials, urging 
early resumption. of the work on the 
Chattzhoochee. Director Walcott has 
sent replies giving all the desired as- 
surances. In talking with one about this 
work, Director Walcott said: “The field 
party which began on the Chattahoochee 
was delayed day efter day by rains and 
high water. Precise leveling cannot be 
carried on during flood stages, as it is 
necessary to know the low water slope 
of the stream. Aftet many fruitiess at- 
tempts, the survey on the Chattahoochee 
had to be suspended temporarily and in- 
cluded in the plans for work during 
this summer when the river will prob- 
ably be at suitable stage. The neces- 
sary instructions to field parties have 
beeri issued. The unfinished portions of 
the river will, it is planned, be com- 
pleted this summer when the profile | 
hydrographic maps _—e forth all the 
facte Will be issued.*’ 
' Newell Is Brithusiastic. 

Chief Hydrographer Newell regards the 
water powers on the Chattahoochee of 
great value. That this is appreciated 
by investors is shown by the heavy de- 
mand for official information, and by 
the fact that a number of the best 
properties have already passed into the 
hands of those who understand thelr 
present and future Value. 

“The Chattahoochee river is one of the 
most important water-power stredms of 
the south,” sald Mr. Newell. “It has 
attracted much attention and has been 
the subject of considerable correspond- 
ence, engineers being particularly in- 
terested in the figures of daily flow how 
available as the result of several years 
wf continuous gaugings. There jare 
rumors that most of the large water 
powerg have passed into the control of 
a few corporations which have been | 
quietly engaged in. buying up the lands 
at important points. Whether this is 
true or not I do not know; but I do 
know that great interest has been shown 
in the investigations of the department 
alotg this river, and that the results 
of these investigations will add greatly 
to the material value of property in the 
sections through which the river rune 
Hon. W. C. Adamson and the other 
members of congress from Georgia have 
taken great interest in seeing that the 
work on the southern rivers is main- 
tained, and it is due largely to their 
active efforts that the results already 
attained have been accomplished.”’ 

Mr. Newell himself takes great per- 
sonal interest in the Investigations op 
the Chattahoochee and other southern 
rivers. He is an enthusiast on the sub- 


ject of the valué of southern water 
powers. 
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Opelika to Moreland. is 24 cents per hun- 
dred less than the LaGrange jobbers can 
ship to LaGrange and reship to Moreland.

Work for Russian Jews in 
Atlanta Meets with 
Success. 


HB massacre of the Jews at 

Kishinef has stirred the whole 

workd into taking active measures 
for the relief of the survivors. and 
among the very first to act in the mat- 
ter was Atlanta. 

The Hebrew citizens of this city, im- 
mediately’ upon reading the first ac- 
counts of the murderous assaults of the 
Cossacks, proceeded to organize a com- 
mittee of their most prominent and 
well known co-feligionists and this body 
of earnest business men went to work 
to raise a fund for the relief of their 
persecuted and destitute brethren in far- 
off Russia. 

Their efforts have met 
cess they deserved, 
tral emigration committee is in posses- 
sion of sufficient money to authorize a 
communication to the New York office 
directing the officer in charge of the 
work there to begin forwarding the emi- 
grants to Atlanta. 

It is the intention of the American 
Jews to bring all their brethren to this 
free and enlightened country—tnat is, 
ali who now dwell in the various prov- 
inces of the cgar’s dominions—and to 
do this requires a large amount of 
money. 

Already the committee in this city has 
nearly $00 in hand, and they feel that 
they ‘will be able to secure at least ten 
times that sum. So confident are they 
of the generosity of the people of At- 
lanta and vicinity that they have tele- 
graphed for such emigrants as may have 
arrived in New York to be sent on 
here at oncé; and they will have ample 
arrangements made for their support by 
the time they arfive. 

Teachers have been secured to instruct 
the new arrivals in the rudiments of the 
English language. in order that those 
who are physically able to do 80 may 
accept positions as early as possible, and 
begin to earn their own livelihood. 

A curious fact in connection with these 
emigrants is that almost ail of them 
possess large ifamilies, and this, of 
course, makes their change of abode 
more expensive, and their care more 
difficult to those who have undertaken 
the work in the new land to which they 
come, 

In some of these families there are 
as many as fifteen members—not count- 
ing those who were killed by the raids 
of the Russian soldiers. This renders 
it. necessary that the local committee 
shall have ample méans within their 
control before the movement to Atlanta 
begins in earnest. The advance guard 
of the movemént is expected to reach 
here either this week, or early in the 
next, and the subcommittee having 
charge of securing homes for these 
people have arranged that a reasonable 
number shall be accommodated at once. 
They will be fed and cared for entirely 
at the expense of the committee. until 
employment can be found for the male 
members of the family, but as a large 
Number are expected, the funds of the 
local board will have to be augmented 
materially.

Dr. Len G. Broughton continues his | 


series of Sermons on the representative 
“women of the Bible. The character se- 
lected is “The Witch of Endor,” In treat- 
ing her character he dealt with the 
present day witchery. He placed Chris- 
tian Science and spiritualism alongside of 
the witch. 

“Then said Saul unto his servants, Seek 
me a woman that hath a familiar spirit, 
that I may go to her and inquire of her. 
And bis servants said to him, Behold, 
: there is a woman that hath a familiar 
spirit at Endor.” I Samuel xxviii, 7. 

I make no apology for placing this old 
witch in the catalogue of the representa- 
tive women of the Bible. Although her 
profession was a despised one and con- 
demned by God, yet she stands for a 
type of people that have ever lived. 
It is interesting to see how many peo- 
ple there are today who can be influenced 
by witchery. Some time ago I had a 
talk on this line with a very prominent 
and cultured mah. A man, by the way, 


who occupied a very conspicuous place in - 


Christian work. I was surprised to find 
that he had consulted a spiritualist in 
Washington not long since. He had gone 
there to secure qa very prominent appoint- 
ment, and he was about losing hope when 
he concluded that he would consult this 
old witch. He said it was a very won- 
derful. performance she carried him 
through, but finally she came out with 
the proper information. She told him 
that he might go home, that it was very 
doubtful about his appointment. He took 
her advice and went home. In a few 
days the appointment was made, and. 
Sure enough. he was left out. ‘‘Now.”’ 
said he to me, “how did she know that?’ 
“Why,’’ said I, “I could have told you all 
‘that before you left home.”’ 

The spirit of witchery is by no means 
dead. Back in the law God declared 
against it. Leviticus xx, 6: “And the 
soul that turneth after such as have 
familiar spirits, arid after wizards, to go 
a whoring after them, I will even set 
my face against that soul, and will cut 
him off from among his people.’”’ God- 
fearing people have gone right on with 
their<spiritualistic pragtices. Great Ssys- 
tems have been built on it. Upon it 
fortunes have been staked. Domestic and 
social relations have been broken up. 
Only a short time ago I read of a fam- 
lly that was separated forever by the 
mischievous meddling of an old gipsy 
witch. Of course, witchery is more pow- 
erful in some sections and among some 
People than others. Take the negro for 
example. He is more frightened by the 
apeparance of a witch in his house than 
by smallpox and yellow fever combined. 
I have heard of: their staying up all 
night and burning rags, as they say, to 
stench the witches away. I suppose, now 
_they smoke cigarettes instead of burning 
rags. 1am sure it would be a more 
stenching process. 

The Negro and Ghosts. 

7 Joe Price. North Carolina’s great negro 
orator, used to tell this story: He said 
it ocurred in his neighborhood. An old 
colored man was emploved to sleep at 
a white man’s house during the family’s 
absence. -Some wild boys who knew of 
“the old man’s opinion of ghosts went one 
‘Right with white sheets around them and 
Stood before the window. The old man 
broke the door down and ran for dear 
life. .The sheet ghosts ran after him. 
Finglly. the old man’s strength was. ex- 
‘Nausted, and he sat down on the roadside. 
But.the sheet ghosts were not to: be out- 
done, so they came up and ‘sat down. too. 
‘The old darky was too tired to run and 
too scared to speak. Finally the sheet 
Shosts drolied out. “Old-man-you-are-a- 
mighty-runner.”’ “What's dat?’ said the 
Old darky. ‘You-are-a-mighty-runner.” 
Said -the sheet ghost. “Oh, Lordy, bless 
you, ghost. you ain't seen nothing to 
what you is gwine to see."’ Then. as 
quick as a flash, the old man was on his 
feet running like a 10-year-old, 

We laugh at this in the negro. but 
how closely some of us. who ought to 
know better, approximate him. How 
many of you haw given some old hag 
2% ceats to read the lines in your hands? 
How many of you have got the unlucky 
thirteen or the fatal Friday scare? My 
grandmother used to believe that it would 
be bad luck for one to turn back, unless 
he should make a cross mark on the 
ground and spit in it. I never did this 
but once, that I remember, then my 
father gave me a flogging before night. 
It took more than cross marks to hold 
my father off. 

The Witch of Endor. 

All this is related to witchery. ‘I'he 
witch of Endor made herself famous by 
working it. Many an old snake-eyed 
woman since has done the same thing. 

The witch of Kndor had a good chance 
to get fame. King Saul, the once promis- 
ing young ruler, had by pride and power 
fallen into sin and corrupted his coun- 
try. Hewas guilty of almost every sin 
in the catalogue. The murder of eighty- 
five priests was one of the Sins that 
stained his heart. He despised every- 
thing that was good, and nonored every- 
thing that was evil. He Nad run this 
course until his conscience: could stand 
no more. He knew that the Philistines 
were being marshaled to overpower him. 
He felt great jealousy concerning David, 
whom he had tried to kill. in this pre- 
‘dicament he grew desperate. He had 
called om God and felt that His ears 
were closed. In this state of mind he 
said to his servants, “Seek me a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit that I may go 
to her and inguire of her.’ Note that 
the. order was for ‘a woman with a 
familiar spirit.” It has always been 
woman who has led the witch host.

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BACCALAUREATE SERMON 


What the negroes of Georgia are try- 
ing to @o for themselves is shown in 
Morris Brown college, which is located 
in this city and ts under the direction 
of the African Methodist. Episcopal 
church, over which Bishop Henry M. 
Turner presides as bishop. These peo- 
ple for the past quarter of a century 
have beén trying to run a college for 
the moral. religious and _ intellectual 
training of their young people. A large 
number of graduates have been turned 
out from this institution each year and 
many of them are doing good work in 
various parts of the country. 

Bishop William Benjamin Derrick, D. 
D., of Flushing, N. Y., preached the bac- 
caldureate sermon yesterday morning and 
there were over 1,500 negroes present. He 
was introduced by Bishop H. M. Turner. 
He based his remarks on the words ut- 
tered by the Apostle Paul, ‘““‘We press 
toward the prize,”’ Philippians iii, 12, from 
which he discussed ‘‘Progress.'’ Bishop 
Derrick said in part: 

“Progress is to be seen in the heavenly 
bodies. It is one of the laws of nature. 
These bodies, including our earth, are 
never at rest, but are ever moving on- 
ward in their orbit or path in their daily 
and annual revolutions, and this they 
have been doing from the time they 
were brought into existence and pro- 
nounced very good. 

“Knowledge constitutes an _ integral 
part of the divisions in which men were 
made, but which was lost by their disobe- 
dience, and hence the universal anxiety, 
that restlessness in his bosom to return 
to regain and reclaim it. How loud and 
earnest the inquiry through life, Where 
is wisdom to be found? It was heard 
in Rome once, once the mistress of the 
world, and who wore the diadems of 
nations; in Greece, the birthplace of the 
greatest grammarians, whose. classica! 
works still continue the text books in 
our universities, to mould generations yet 
unborn. The signs of our times are truly 
momentous, big with consequences that 
will ultimately redound to the glory of 
the triune God. 

“This is the age of progress. Progress 
is in every department of knowledge, sa- 
cred and secular. We must be satisfied 
with a general survey and give the broad 
outlines, as time wil] not permit to enter 
into details all the evidences. Civiliza- 
tion from the rude hut, philesophy from 
the cradle to its maturity, in sublime 
science of astronomy. 

“We as a race should not be behind 
the times, for the door of the temple 
of knowledge, .closed for centuries against 
us, has been thrown wide open, that 
every man, woman and child m%ght press 
into it. The castle of knowledge must 
be stormed and taken by force. Never 
déspair. Onward, death or victory, must 
be written on our banners. May the day 
be not far distant when we shall have 
our philosophers, poets, historians, as- 
tronomers and scientists. And yet with all 
the positive progress made in state and 
church, still it is an humbling fact that 
we are walking on the shores of redemp- 
tion, picking here and there a smoother 
pebble, whilst the great ocean of truth 
lies unrevealed before us. : 

“Twenty-seven years ago it was my 
privilege to visit this .great city of At- 
lanta, then but a village, and I note what 
progress has been made in this wonder- 
ful gateway of the south. This city has 
pressed forward. Where once lived men 
who owned slaves are erected great in- 
stitutions for the training of. the- sons 
and daughters of those ex-slaves. Great 
institutions like Clark university, Atlanta 
university, the Baptist college, Spellman

Invent something; yes, if you can not 
do any more, invent a,jack screw and 
move the world and stand -on it. 

“In your getting, get common sense. 
Common sense is the foundation to all 
knowledge. Let it be your aim to make 
friends but not at the gacrifice of man- 
hood. If you can not get along here, go 
somewhere and make your way in the 
world. Do not be resentful. It takes 
more power to, keep your hand down 
than jt does to raise it; It takes more 
strength to keep your mouth closed than 
it does to open it. In your hands the 
future of the American negro its placed, 
and you can not afford to make a mis- 
take. Be careful. Be true to your home. 
I like the southland and here our people 
must work out their future. I want to 
see the progress in our civilization reach 
that point where lawlessness will be 
wiped out and any man who dares to 
violate the law will be punished by it.

The young people 
must take the initial step. Teach our 
people to be law-abiding.

Rev. W. H. McGlaufiin, D.D., pastor 
of the Universalist church, returned from 
Andersonville, where he gave the Me- 
morial day address at a late hour Sat- 
urday night, and conducted the services 
at the church yesterday morning. The 
sermon was delivered by the Rev. John 
Cc Burruss, D.D. Dr. Burruss is one 
of the oldest ministers of the Univer- 
salist denomination, having been num- 
bered among the octogenarians for some 
For more than forty years he 
was the editor of The Universalist Her- 
ald, the southern organ of his denomi- 
nation. He is still in vigorous health 
and preaches frequently to the differ- 
ent churches throughout the south. He 
is‘ paying his annual visit to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Lula Warnock, of No. 77 Au- 
burn avenue. “ 
His text was Second Kings vi, 16: ‘“‘he 
answered, fear not, for they that he 
with us are more than they that be 
with them.” After setting forth the 
circumstances incident to the text, he 
doctor went on to show that the cause 
which God espouses, though long de- 
ferred, must eventually succeed. He said 
in part: “There is a warfare going on 
in the. world between truth and error, 
holiness and sin, and the question is, 
which will be the victor, holiness, or sin, 
God or the devil? 
“In the first place I observe that all 
good people, Christians of every name, 
are arrayed against sin and its dire 
consequences. This is why churches are 
built. and -preachers sent forth to help 
reform the world. There is something 
in this idea that not only challenges the 
admiration, but the cooperation of every 
good man and woman throughout the 
world, and when this blessed work pros- 
pefs, their hearts throb with gratitude 
and joy. Truth is of God. It is greater 
than error, and must in the outcome of 
Christ’s mission prevail over all evil. 
God has commanded us to be not over- 
come of evil, but overcome evil with 
good. Of course, he will practice his 
own precepts, and in the dispensations 
of time overcome evil; by the melting 
and cleansing power of His truth and 
grace. To such as fear that the dark 
cloud of sin will always cast its gloomy 
shadows over the souls of millions of 
the human race with all the parapher- 
nalia of pain that shall never, never 
end, I would say in the language of the 
text, ‘Fear not, for they that be with 
us .are more than they that are with 
them.’ All the infernal powers of sin 
and hell are less than the omnipotent 
God and His adorable Son. Jesus Christ. 
“Just after sin entered into the world 
our Heavenly Pather promised the Re- 
deemer that He would triumph over the 
devil in the promise that ‘the seed of 
the woman shall bruise the serpent’s 
head,’ thus indicating an ultimate vic- 
tory over sin for all the human race. 
Good men and women of every name 
and order are laboring to help to make 
the world better. They want evil ban- 
ished from the earth, they want the 
love of God’ to reign in every heart. 
and truth in the end must uproot evil, 
for Jesus says plainiy, ‘Every plant 
which my heavenly Father hath not 
planted shall be rooted up.” In view 
of these grand scriptural truths we can 
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Christ. He will conquer. He has never 
failed yet in an undertaking and never 
will. He is greater than all the enemies 
of man. and will succeed in what He 
came to do. He is able and willing to 
do far more than we can think or ask. 
We should ever remember that there 
can be nothing greater than the omnipo- 
tent, all-wise, all-loving Father, and 
that this grand work. of restoration 
which He is carrying of in this. life will 
continue beyond the tomb until His sav- 
Ing grace shall melt and subdue all 
rebelllous hearts and cause ‘every knee 
to bow and every tongue to confess that 
Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father.’

Cartersville Special Sheet. 


An area of 160 square miles in Bartow 
county, Georgia, to be known as the 
Cartersville .special quadrangle, will be 
mapped by the United States geological 
survey during the coming summer. 

This area is traversed by the EKtowah 
river, and includes part of Pine Log 
mountain. It contains important min- 
eral deposits, principally iron, manga- 
nese and ocher, which, with the complit- 
cated geologic structure of the region, 
necessitate the preparation of a large 
scale topographic map. 

‘Ihe field work will be done on a scale 
of about 1 1-2 inches to the mile, the to- 
pographic features being shown by con- 
tour lines representing vertical intervals 
of WB feet. All roads, houses and streams 
will be located on the map.
